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REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Home  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  for  1899  an  active  and  successful  year.  The 
number  of  children  received  into  the  Home  has  been  some¬ 
what  smaller  than  during  the  previous  year  because  of  the 
outbreak  of  measles  during  the  spring.  To  guard  against 
the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  is  the  constant 
care  of  the  Managers  and  of  the  Matron,  and  to  aid  in 
this  purpose  there  are  furnished  to  the  Home  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  daily  reports  showing  the  sections  of  the  city 
in  which  there  are  any  contagious  or  infectious  diseases. 

The  plan  of  boarding  out  infants  referred  to  in  our 
last  report  has  been  followed  to  a  moderate  extent  during 
the  past  year,  and  thus  far  has  proved  successful  enough 
to  assure  the  managers  that  it  should  be  continued  and 
extended.  The  infants  so  boarded  out  have  escaped  any 
serious  illness,  and  have  been  well  cared  for  by  those  who 
have  had  charge  of  them.  To  extend  the  aid  thus  given, 
so  far  as  the  means  of  the  Home  will  justify,  is  the  desire 
of  the  Managers.  The  greatest  care  is  necessary  in 
selecting  the  places  in  which  the  infants  are  boarded,  and 
homes  desirable  in  every  essential  are  not  readily  found. 
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The  Managers  believe,  however,  that  the  work  of  the 
Home  in  this  way  should  be  enlarged. 

Although  the  Home  accepts  children  for  adoption, 
placing  them  later  with  desirable  families,  when  oppor¬ 
tunity  offers,  our  principal  object  is  to  give  temporary  aid 
to  destitute  children,  either  by  receiving  them  into  the 
Home  itself  for  a  period  of  one  or  two  months,  or  by 
boarding  them  ojpt.  Children  of  ajl  ages,  ,from  jgg. 

el  to  muM  years  are  received,  and  are  ^ever  refused 
admission  except  for  the  most  imperative  reasons,  such 
as  sickness  in  the  Home  or  the  health  of  the  child.  The 
Managers  try  to  make  the  Home  a  temporary  one  for 
destitute  children,  not  a  hospital  or  an  institution  for  the 
permanent  care  of  children.  They  believe  that  such  a 
Home  as  they  aim  to  make  is  needed,  and  can  be  made 
each  year  to  do  a  greater  service.  They  are  grateful  to 
those  who  have  contributed  to  its  support  in  the  past  and 
confidently  appeal  for  a  continuance  of  such  generous 
aid  in  the  future. 

The  Home,  the  past  year,  in  the  death  of  Miss  Ann  D. 
Williams,  has  lost  one  of  its  most  devoted  friends.  For 
many  years,  from  the  founding  of  the  Home  until  1882, 
she  was  one  of  the  Managers,  and  from  1883  to  the  time 
of  her  death  one  of  the  Counsellors.  Unsparing  of  her 
means  and  time,  she  was  one  of  the  great  benefactors,  not 
only  of  the  Home  but  of  the  city. 

The  thanks  of  the  Managers  are  due  to  the  Young 
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Men’s  Christian  Union  Managers  of  the  Country  Week, 
for  carriage  rides,  and  to  other  friends,  for  days  in  the 
country  given  to  the  children.
